In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 5 and 8 of 
the Goa , Daman and Diu Excise duty Act, 1964 (Act 5 of 1964) 
(hereinafter called the " said Act" ), the Government of Goa hereby 
prescribes that, notwithstanding anything contained in the Govern 
ment Notification No.Fin (Rev )/ 2-35 /SE/6 /68 ( A ) and No. Fin (Rev ) 
12-35 /SE /6 /65 (B ) both dated 29-2-1972, the following shall be the 
maximum quantity of liquor which can be transported from one 
place to another within the limits of Canacona Taluka, by any person 
or which can be possessed by any person within the limits of the 
said Taluka without a permit issued in accordance with the provisions 
of the said Act and Rules made thereunder during the period from 
14-2-1998 to 17-2-1998 and 1-3-1998 to 3-3-1998 .

Whereas the Government of Goa is satisfied that it is necessary 
at the request of the District Magistrate , Uttar Kanada Karwar , 
Karnataka State and in the public interest direct that all licensed 
premises for the sale of liquor in the areas of Goa State bordering 
22 Kanara Parliamentary Constituency ofKarnataka State, i.e. Taluka 
of Canacona , should be closed during the period from 14-2-98 to 
17-2-98 and from 1-3-98 to 3-3-98 , in view of the General Election 
to 22 Kanara Parliamentary Constituency. 


(a ) Three quart bottles of Indian Made Foreign Liquor other 
than beer for any person including his family ; 


(b ) Six quartbottles of beer for any person including his family ; 


C ) Three quart bottles of country liquor for any person including 
his family. 


Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- rule 
(4 ) of rule 99 of the Goa , Daman and Diu Excise Duty Rules , 1964 , 
the Government of Goa being satisfied that it is necessary in the 
public interest to do so, hereby directs that all the licensed premises 
for the sale of liquor in the Taluka of Canacona of the State 
of Goa shall remain closed from 14-2-98 to 17-2-98 and from 
1-3-98 to 3-3-98 . 


This Notification shall remain in force only for the period 
from 14-2-1998 to 17-2-1998 and 1-3-1998 to 3-3-1998 , in view 
of the General Election to 22 Kanara Parliamentary Constituency 
of Karnataka State .
